THE  COLLIERY 

By:  W.  C.  Stump 

While  showing  a  rather  advanced  Harlan  County  Scrip  Collector  a  set  of  Harlan 
Collieries  Coal  Company  scrip,  he  asked  me  what  the  word  “Colliery”  meant.  Two 
of  his  friends,  also  scrip  collectors,  asked  me  the  same  thing.  When  modern  day 
scrip  collectors  ask  me  the  same  question  three  times  in  one  day  I  knew  that  a  brief 
history  lesson  was  needed.  Being  caught  off  guard  and  not  knowing  exactly  what 
the  word  meant  myself,  I  pretended  to  know,  but  went  to  my  file  cabinet  to  retrieve 
information  I  had  on  file  dealing  with  the  subject.  While  searching  my  files  I  stalled 
and  pretended  to  sound  more  knowledgeable  than  I  was.  I  had  only  to  find  my 
special  files  and  look  under  the  name  Tippy.  That’s  right,  he  is  the  R.  R.  “Tip” 
Tippy  of  NSCA  legend. 

I  told  my  three  guests  that  as  soon  as  I  located  my  “Tippy  file”  I  would  enlighten 
them.  I  needed  to  be  enlightened  myself,  but  I  never  let  on  that  I  was  also  ignorant 
of  the  full  meaning  of  the  word  “Colliery.”  Mr.  Tippy,  who  is  one  of  few  members, 
who  holds  the  honor  of  being  an  active  Charter  Member  of  our  great  organization 
and  honorary'  life  member  number  2.  Mr.  Tippy  has  a  knack  for  saving 
information  he  comes  across  and  has  always  been  generous  by  sharing  this 
information  with  his  fellow  Scriptors.  He  has  supplied  me  valuable  and  interesting 
information  dealing  with  our  great  hobby  ever  since  I  met  him  in  the  middle  1980’s. 
With  a  quick  look  under  the  “T”  section  of  my  files,  Mr.  Tippy  saved  the  day  for  me 
and  answered  the  question  of  what  is  a  Colliery. 

A  few  years  back,  Mr.  Tippy  gave  me  some  material  that  had  a  great  drawing  of 
an  early  coal  mine  and  on  the  reverse  of  the  drawing  is  a  brief  article  explaining 
what  a  colliery  is.  I’m  a  rather  fast  reader  and  as  I  proceeded  to  make  them  a  copy 
of  the  article  and  drawing,  I  quickly  reviewed  the  content  and  refreshed  my  memory 
and  proceeded  to  explain  to  them  what  a  “colliery”  was. 

After  coming  off  as  “Professor  know  it  all”  to  my  friends,  and  as  I  started  to 
close  the  file,  I  thought  that  now  would  be  a  good  time  to  let  the  readers  of  Scrip 
Talk  read  the  article.  I  assumed  that  our  readers  might  also  not  know  the  meaning 
of  the  word  colliery  also.  I  reinforced  my  decision  after  I  related  this  story  to  two  of 
our  more  experienced  collectors,  Crawford  Blakeman  and  Harold  Snodgress,  and 
asked  them  what  a  colliery  was.  Neither  gave  the  right  answer.  Both  said  a  colliery 
was  a  coal  mine.  Harold  even  thought  a  “colliery”  was  a  series  of  mines  owned  by 
one  company.  Their  answers  were  only  half-right.  Therefore,  the  following  is  the 
article  provided  by  Mr.  Tippy  and  written  by  the  University  Press,  Des  Moines, 
Iowa  in  1938.  The  copy  of  the  old  coal  mine  drawing  made  for  a  great  front  cover 
or  this  issue  of  Scrip  Talk.  Please  refer  to  the  drawing  when  references  are 
mentioned  in  the  article. 


THE  COLLIERY 

A  coal  mine  and  the  buildings  belonging  to  it  is  called  a  Collier}’.  The  framework; 
|  above  the  shaft  of  a  coal  mine  is  called  the  “tipple”.  (See  structure  with  wheels  on 
top  to  the  left  of  illustration.)  The  buildings  in  the  center  of  the  illustration  are  for| 
the  purpose  of  sorting  and  cleaning  the  coal  in  preparation  for  shipment.  Such 
building  are  covered  with  galvanized  sheeting.  The  tank  at  the  extreme  right  is | 
known  as  the  settling  cone.  Water  from  this  hugh  reservoir  passes  through  wash 
boxes  and  is  pumped  back  again.  As  the  impurities  settle  they  are  drained  off,  I 
leaving  the  water  pure  for  later  use  in  washing  coal.  There  are  three  types  of  mines 
| with  respect  to  the  way  the  coal  is  removed;  the  room  and  pillar  mine,  the  circle  | 
mine,  and  the  receding  mine.  The  room  and  pillar  system  is  used  when  the  coal  bed 
is  thick.  In  this  system  much  of  the  coal  is  left  to  support  the  mine  roof.  As  the  coal 
is  removed  the  mine  becomes  a  network  of  rooms  and  roads.  The  coal  left  between 
entries  and  rooms  is  called  pillars. 

The  circular  system  is  used  for  thin  bed  mines.  In  this  system  nearly  all  the  coal) 
is  removed.  Roads  are  dug  partly  from  the  floor  (underclay)  or  ceiling  and  the  dirt 
thrown  up  to  support  the  roof  along  the  road.  The  roof  is  allowed  to  sink  gradually 
over  the  mined  areas.  As  the  coal  is  undermined  the  weight  of  the  roof  breaks  it) 
down  so  it  can  be  taken  out.  The  cavity  left  as  the  coal  is  mined  is  circular,  whereas) 
in  the  room  and  pillar  system  the  cavities  are  square  or  oblong. 

In  the  receding  system,  mining,  except  for  road  making,  begins  far  from  the) 
shaft.  The  roof  of  the  mine  will  be  allowed  to  fall  as  the  coal  is  removed.  The 
receding  system  is  a  block  or  circular  system  and  is  used  especially  where  the  coal) 
bed  is  thin. 

Upon  finishing  my  informative  session  with  my  friends,  I  realized  that  it  is  | 
extremely  important  to  tell  and  retell  the  stories  of  the  past.  Preserving  the  history 
of  our  past  insures  that  the  future  we  live  today  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  | 
the  past  generations.  Most  Collieries  are  gone,  the  mines  abandoned,  the  tipples: 
long  since  crumbled  and  ravaged  by  time  or  torn  down.  The  collieries  of  yesteryear  | 
land  now  lost  to  the  ages.  Their  stories  remembered  and  told  to  this  generation 
keeps  their  legacy  alive.  In  short,  by  looking  to  the  past  we  can  make  a  better | 
tomorrow.

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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  MAKING  FOILS 

By:  Crawford  Blakeman,  Sr. 

While  there  are  several  ways  to  make  a  foil,  some  requiring  a 
moderate  amount  of  equipment,  they  can  also  be  simply  made.  Good 
foils  are  needed  by  the  New  Finds  Editor  *o  get  the  proper  information 
for  publication  and  in  order  that  the  NSCA  have  a  nice  permanent 
record  to  refer  back  to  when  needed.  I  have  made  thousands  of  foils 
using  only  aluminum  foils  and  an  eraser.  Eberhard  Faber  #  400  eraser 
works  fine,  although  most  pencil  erasers  will  do.  I  use  a  medium  weight 
aluminum  foil.  The  lightweight  foils  make  the  finest  impressions,  but  are 
not  nearly  as  durable  as  heavier  foils.  Always  remember  to  fold  the 
bright  side  of  the  foil  around  the  token.  Placing  the  foil  in  a  2  X  2-paper 
holder  with  all  pertinent  information  will  be  much  appreciated. 
Rubbings  will  work  fine  too,  but  someone  who  uses  them  will  have  to 
elaborate.

BANNER  FORK  FORDSON  SCRIP 
HAS  NEW  HOME

For  many  years  I  was  the  custodian  of  the  only  know  complete  set  of  Fordson 
Coal  Company  Scrip,  Banner  Fork  Stores,  from  the  early  Fordson  Mine.  The 
operation  was  located  in  Harlan  County,  Kentucky.  The  set  of  scrip  was  one  of  the 
rarest  sets  of  Kentucky  Coal  Company  scrip  on  record.  I  collected  coal  company 
scrip  from  all  the  Fordson  operations  and  none  was  rarer  than  the  Banner  Fork 
Store  scrip.  I  considered  this  set  as  the  showpiece  of  my  Harlan  County  scrip 
collection.  Also,  I  had  the  only  known  complete  set  of  Twin  Branch  Fordson  Scrip. 

One  of  our  member,  Mr.  Darrell  Rainbolt,  Corydon,  IN,  is  a  career  employee  of 
Ford  Motor  Company.  He  has  collected  Fordson  memorabilia  for  many  years  and 
had  searched  for  coal  company  scrip  issued  by  the  various  Fordson  Coal  Company 
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operations.  Darrell  and  I  became  acquainted  in  late  1999  about  the  time  1  was 
disposing  of  the  personal  collection  of  Harlan  County  Coal  Company  Scrip  I  once 
collected  and  owned.  I  recruited  Darrell  as  a  new  member  and  we  became  friends. 
He  acquired  all  the  Fordson  Coal  Company  scrip  from  the  collection  and  became 
one  of  the  top  collectors  of  not  only  Fordson  Scrip,  but  early  Ford  Company 
memobrillia. 

In  December,  Darrell  displayed  his  Ford  memorabilia  at  the  second  annual 
Ford  Kentucky  Truck  Plant  Open  House  in  Louisville,  KY.  All  proceeds  went  to 
charitable  groups,  namely  the  Toys  for  Tots  and  Dare  to  Care.  Several  thousand 
people  visited  the  plant  and  tours  were  given  from  10:00  A.  M.  until  4:00  P.  M. 
Knowing  that  thousands  of  people  came  and  admired  Darrell's  wonderful  collection, 
I  felt  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  Fordson  Banner  Fork  Store  scrip  had  more 
exposure  in  Darrell’s  display  than  it  ever  did  hanging  on  my  office  wall.  Last,  but 
not  least,  when  I  transferred  my  Fordson’s  Banner  Fork  Store  scrip  to  Darrell,  not 
only  did  the  NSCA  gain  a  new  member,  but  also  in  a  way  the  scrip  went  back  to 
Ford  and  its  legacy  will  continue  to  be  remembered.

PAYDAY  WAS  “THE  DAY”

Many  evenings  I  set  at  home  and  just  recall  the  days  when  I  lived  a  happy 
carefree  life  as  a  coal  miner’s  kid  in  the  late  1940’s.  I  recalled  that  the  time  was 
right  after  the  war  and  work  had  slowed  down  to  what  my  Daddy  called  a  “crawl”. 
During  World  War  II,  my  father  worked  six  day  per  week  and  even  with  rationing 
our  table  was  always  filled  with  plenty  of  food.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  even  in  “hard 
times”,  when  work  in  the  mines  was  cut  to  one  and  two  days  per  week,  my  loving 
mother  managed  to  always  have  enough  food  to  feed  our  small  family.  I  had  one 
sister  and  she  was  born  during  the  early  part  of  1944,  on  my  birthday,  Jan.  14,  1944. 
I  recall  as  a  six-year-old  lad  certain  words  that  have  always  stayed  in  my  memory 
that  were  associated  with  Daddy’s  work  as  a  coal  minor.  They  were  good  times, 
hard  times,  bills,  scrip  and  the  best  one  of  them  all  was  payday. 

Payday  was  the  best  day  of  the  week  for  me  because  it  was  the  day  my  family 
went  to  “the  city”.  We  would  catch  the  VTC  Lines  bus  at  the  bus  stop  across  from 
our  home  at  Grays  Knob,  Ky.,  formerly  called  Wilson-Berger  because  the  old  camp 
we  lived  in  was  once  the  coal  camp  for  the  Wilson-Berger  Coal  Company.  We 
would  spend  the  day  in  the  county  seat  of  Harlan  County,  Kentucky,  the  big  city  of 
Harlan.  It  was  a  great  day,  pay  day,  and  I  always  looked  forward  to  getting  to  go 
the  “the  show”,  the  name  my  parents  referred  to  when  they  were  talking  about  the 
local  motion  picture  theaters.  Harlan  had  two  theaters,  the  New  Harlan  and  the 
Margie  Grand.  I  thrilled  at  watching  the  “Westerns”  with  Tom  Mix,  and  W.  S. 
Hart,  Gabby  Hayes  and  John  Wayne.  I  especially  liked  the  U.  S.  Cavalry  movies 
that  always  saved  the  day  from  the  Indian  attacks.  I  liked  The  W.  W.  II  movies 
best,  but  Mommy  didn’t  like  to  see  modern  day  violence  as  it  reminded  her  that  she 
lost  relatives  and  friends  to  those  evil  “Japs  and  Krauts”.  After  an  exciting  movie, 
we  went  to  the  various  stores  to  purchase  the  necessities  a  family  needs.  The  local 
ten-cent  stores,  J.  J.  Newberry’s  and  Scotts  Five  and  Dime  had  a  great  selection  of 
“scoop  candy”  (candy  was  in  bins  behind  glass).  The  candy  was  sold  by  the  pound 
and  scooped  from  the  bin  and  put  in  a  paper  bag,  (We  called  the  bag  a  “poke”). 
Daddy  always  bought  my  sister  and  I  a  large  “poke”  of  assorted  candy,  while 
Mommy  purchased  only  the  “Necessities”  as  she  called  things  she  bought. 
Watson’s,  a  clothing  store,  was  where  she  purchased  clothes  for  the  family.  The 
final  stop  was  the  local  A  &  P  Store  where  the  food  needed  for  the  following  week 
was  purchased.  We  always  took  a  taxicab  back  home  because  Mommy  filled  the  cab 
with  bags  of  groceries.  I  heard  my  parents  say  that  these  were  the  “good  times”. 

Things  changed  for  the  worse  in  1947.  First  I  had  to  go  to  school  and  the  weekly 
trips  to  “the  city”  were  cut  to  twice  per  month  and  then  to  once  a  month.  I 
complained  that  I  wanted  to  go  to  the  movies  and  get  a  bag  of  “scoop  candy,ri  My 
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Mommy  said  that  “times  were  bad”  and  we  had  to  “cut  back”  on  everything.  “Cut 
back,”  meant  eating  beans  and  potatoes,  “fat  back”  meat  and  neck  bones  instead  of 
beef  roast  and  steak.  Mommy  said  were  so  much  better  off  than  the  poor  little  “war 
urchins”  we  read  about  in  the  newspaper.  Instead  of  going  to  the  movies  we  had  to 
be  content  to  listen  to  the  “Lone  Ranger”,  Gang  Busters”  and  the  “Green  Hornet” 
on  the  radio.  One  radio  show  always  scared  my  little  sister.  It  was  “The  Shadow” 
and  Lamont  Cranston.  I  copied  the  evil  laugh  in  the  introduction  and  became  “The 
Phantom”  at  an  early  age.  I  could  always  mimic  that  evil  laugh  and  scared  my  sister 
many  time  during  our  childhood. 

My  father  raised  chickens  and  we  had  friend  chicken,  baked  chicken,  chicken 
and  dumplings,  chicken  soup  and  chicken  in  every  form  imaginable.  I  got  to  the 
point  that  for  many  years  I  hated  the  name  of  chicken.  We  had  fresh  eggs  daily, 
and  I  hated  them  too  until  I  grew  to  manhood.  I  just  couldn’t  understand  why  we 
were  experiencing  “hard  times”.  The  great  day,  “pay  day”  also  changed. 
Sometimes  Daddy  came  home  and  I  would  ask  about  this  payday.  With  sorrow  and 
disgust  in  his  reply  he  sometimes  said  that  payday  was  just  another  day;  payday 
was  an  “a  day”.  I  learned  quickly  that  an  “a  day”  was  just  another  day. 

Just  because  my  parents  had  many  “a  days”,  every  now  and  then  a  good  “pay 
day”  came  along  and  we  got  to  go  to  “the  city”.  Daddy  said  any  payday  was  a  good 
day.  I  didn’t  find  it  as  good  as  it  once  was.  When  we  did  get  to  go  to  town,  we  had 
a  choice  of  going  to  a  movie  or  getting  a  “poke”  of  candy,  not  both.  It  was  Mommy’s 
“cut  back”  changed  our  usual  trip  to  “the  city”.  Life  in  the  coal  camps  was  like  this 
for  the  remainder  of  the  1950’s.  It  became  part  of  the  coal  miners  life  and  he 
accepted  it.  He  was  helpless  to  change  the  events  of  the  day. 

My  sister,  Margaret  Gayle,  and  I  often  reflected  back  on  those  days.  Until  her 
death  in  1884  those  memories  always  became  part  of  our  visits  together.  Our 
parents  passed  away  a  short  few  years  before  my  sister.  Alas,  my  family  is  gone 
now,  but  I  look  forward  to  joining  them  again  someday  soon.  Maybe,  just  maybe, 
we  can  be  together  once  again  for  a  happy  reunion  and  another  “pay  day”. _
